The Australian Championships are open to team repres— 
enting single State Associations which are affiliated 
with the AWSA. 


The eligibility for the Junior and Youth National 
Championships is respectively 15 years and under, and 
18 years and under as at 1] January in the year of 
competition. 

This tournament adopts the Laws of the Game as contain 
ed in the Referees Chart and Players Guide to the Laws 
of the Game (current edition) as published by the 
Football Association (England) and as modified by these 
Playing Rules. 


A size 5 ball shall be used in all games. 


Duration of games shall be 2x35 minute halves, witha 
half time period of no less than 5 minutes and no more 
than 10 minutes. Starting times for matches on all 
days should be scheduled at least 90 minutes apart. 
Injury time may be allowed at the referee's discretion 


Teams will consist of no more than 18 players and 4 
officials. 


Three substitutes may be used at any time during the 
game. 


Should a team bring 18 players to the championship 
then they will be allowed to list 7 reserves on the 
team sheet but only 3 of whom may be used in any one 
game. 

Each participating State Association is required, 
wherever possible, to have a second strip in case of 
colour clash. 


10.Should there be a colour clash then the AWAY team will 


be required to change their strip. 


11.Points shall be awarded on the following basis.

12. Each team will play in accordance with the approved 


championship format and keys (as detailed in the 
Regulations) . 


13. If only 4 teams participate in a championship, then 


leaders at the end of the first round robin will be 
declared winners of the Association Trophy, and the 
leaders at the end of both round robins shall be 
declared Champions. The game on Day 7 shall be a 
feature game only - i-e.Select 11 v Invitational 11. 


14. In Championships where 5 or more teams compete, then 


the leading team after Day 6 will receive the 
Association trophy and the game on day 7 will be 
played between the 2 teams leading the points table 
to decide the Championship. 


15a.Should the Championship Final be a draw at full time 


then there will be a five minute break followed by 
extra time of 2x10 minutes. If the result is stilla 
draw after extra time then penalty kicks (as per FIFA 
regulations) shall be taken to determine the winner. 


15b.In the event of a Final being cancelled or abandoned, 


with the approval of the AWSA members present, the 
winners of the Association Trophy shall be declared 
the Championship winners. 


16a.In the event of teams being equal on points at the 


end of the preliminary rounds then goal difference 
will decide the order of finish. If goal difference 
is the same, then the team with most wins will be 
placed higher in the championship table. Should the 
number of wins be equal then the team which has 
scored the most goals will be placed higher. If goals 
scored are equal, they will be declared joint place- 
getters. 


16b.In the event that two teams are absolutely equal in 


second place at the end of the preliminary rounds, 
these teams will compete in a playoff match ata 
mutually agreed time before the scheduled Final. The
